Examiner's Amendment 

An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Sliould tlie 
clianges and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The amendments are as follows: 
1) Delete claims 9 and 11-14. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention of "a method of treating a subject who Alzheimer's 
disease... comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of a 
compound of formula I" is novel and non-obvious. The closest prior art (Hom, 
WO 01/70672) teaches substituted hydroxyethylene compounds of formula XII 
(page 4) useful in treating Alzheimer's disease. The novelty in Applicant's 
compounds of formula I is that it contains an imidazole ring in the backbone of 
the compounds whereas Hom teaches no cyclic moiety in the backbone. As this 
is the closest prior art to the invention, the claimed invention is rendered neither 
anticipated nor obvious.
